9 Miners Die In 


Kentucky Blast 


Cause of Explosion

th ey may" and to "let you r h air down men". 
Wh en th e meeting h ad cc\lu ded a closer 
bond of cooperation appeared to h ave developed 
between cou ncilmen and th e civic, indu strial, 
and edu cational leaders on at least two mu ­ 


tu al problems — th e extension of Pennsylvan­ 
ia Ave. into th e sit« of SAIDC’s 50-acre in­ 
du strial tract and providing mu nicipal services 
to th e Kent Branch bu ilding wh ich is expected 
to be erected on th e Lisbon Rd. perh aps next 
spring 
Wh ile no decision was reach ed on eith er be­ 
cau se insu fficient fu nds for city capital im­ 
provement, in th e ligh t of th e mayor’s earlier 
twin veto of th e tax increase ordinance and 
appropriation of fu nds for Pennsylvania Ave. 
improvements, mu ch was accomplish ed toward 
effecting a c’oser working relatioash ip between 
Cou ncil and tbe town’s civic leaders. 
Cou ncil President Joseph ’s su ggestion of sim­ 
ilar meetings in th e fu tu re was seconded by 
th ose with in sou nd of h is voice ar.d a tentative 
date was set for Oct 6 Tt is h oped th at Mayor 
Cranmer will be present 
Everyone’s fu ll cooreration is essential if 
Salem is to progress in al1 areas of commu ni­ 
ty development, wh eth er it be in th e field of 
new indu stries, sch oo’s. h igh ways, adequ ate 
h ou sing, annexation or recreation. 


Freedom Train Rolling 


Resu lts of th e eyeball-to-eyeball confrontation 
between th e Czech oslovaks and Sovie’s are dif­ 
ficu lt to interpret becau se each aide h as a dif­ 
ferent version of th e ou tcome.

Yet, Alexander Du beck, firs! secretary of th e 
Commu nist party in Czech oslovakia 
told h is 
anxiou s people, in a radio address following th e 
conclu sion of th e Ciema talks: “ We h ave kept 
ou r promise to you and we are retu rning with 
th e same conviction th at we took to th e talks.’* 
On th e oth er h and, Soviets reading a front­ 
page Pravda editorial are being told th e Ru s­ 
sian delegation was triu mph ant a t Ciema a nd 
th Au g. 3 meeting at Bratislava fou nd Com­ 
mu nist nations taking an "important new step 
on th e path of strength ening th e u nity and soli­ 
darity of th e Socialist cou ntries." 


From th e point of view of th e Western world, 
th e Czech oslovaks pu lled off a real cou p in th e 
meetings by not being intimidated by th e mili­ 
tary of th e Soviet Union and standing stau nch ly 
beh ind th eir liberalization campaign. 
Wh at actu ally transpired at th e secret ses­ 
sions is known only to th e participants bu t th e 
Czech s h ad to compromise somewh ere along 
th e line to get th e .Soviet Union off th eir back 
As th eir part of th e bargain, th e Soviets set­ 
tled for less th an a complete victory. 
Czech oslovak 
government 
leaders 
already 
h ave started cajoling editors to volu ntarily 
"cool it" on press at’acks on oth er Red cou n­ 
tries. 


TIME WTLL TELL h ow far th e Czech govern­ 
ment is prepared to go in slowing th e democra­ 
tization process down enou gh to su it th e Soviet 
Union 
One fact h as emerged clearlv from th e Com­ 
mu nist crisis. Some time, u nder some leader, 
Czech oslovakia will become th e sole mas’er of 
Its own fate — th e sh ackles of domination by a 
moth er cou ntry will be replaced by sovereignty. 
As Czech oslovakia treads th e path toward 
self-determination, i 
will be sowing seeds of 
freedom in oth er Red bloc nations. 
Noth ing will be able to stop th is process. 


Middle East Irony 


Tbe always-tense Middle East is h eating u p 
again despite persistent efforts by United Na­ 
tions peacemaker Gu nnar Jarring. 
Israeli planes knocked ou t two Jordanian bas­ 


es Su nday and stru ck deep in Jordanian terri­ 
tory yesterday, killing five Arab commandos. 
As u su al, Jordanian officials said the attacks 
were u nprovoked and Israeli spokesmen said 
they were in response 
to gu errilla raids by 
Arab terrorists. 


AND SO IT GOES. A peacefu l settlement of 
Israeli-Arab dispu tes is as remote as ever. 
It is reported th a* Mr. Jarring will continu e 
h is search for peace u ntil th e first of th e year 
at th e insistence of th e United Nations. 


Th e U.N. ro’e in th e Middle East is becom­ 
ing more complicated and tinged with irony. 
Members of th e U.N. organization desperately 
want peace in th e Middle East. Th at is wh y a 
U.N. representative remains on th e job in th e 
face of overwh elming odds against h is su ccess. 
Meanwh ile, back in New York, th e United 
Nations already is on record condemning Isra­ 
eli strikes into Jordan and warning th at addi­ 
tional activity cou ld bring fu rth er action 
Jordan is now calling on th e U.N. Secu rity 
Cou ncil to proceed with th e “fu rth er action” in 
retaliation for recent strikes by Israel.

Th e Germans are cau sing trou ble for every­ 
one again. 
At a time wh en inflation is a problem in 
every cou ntry, and wh en nearly every govern­ 
ment is th inking abou t or trying NOT to th ink 
abou t devalu ating its cu rrency, German manu ­ 
factu rers are cu tting prices and th ere is even 
talk of increasing th e valu e of th e Deu tsch mark, 
th e Wall Street Jou rnal reports.

In many regions, Democratic can­ 
didates simply h ave to come to th e state labor 
leaders for money and imagery. 
Th u s, inside th eir delegations, th e labor exec­ 
u tives h ave standing match ing th at of th e Dem­ 
ocratic ch airmen, and sometimes even th at of a 
governor or two 
Th u s it’s not ju st calling th e roll to point ou t 
th at among th e labor delegates to th e Demo­ 
cratic convention are Harry Boyer and Mike 
Joh nson, president and execu tive vice president 
of th e Pennsylvania AFL-CIO; Joh n Driscoll, 
h ead of th e Connecticu t Federation; Ray Cor­ 
bett. h ead of New York State Labor; J. Bill 
Becker, president of th e Arkansas labor organi­ 


zation, and Bill Lee, president of th e Ch icago 
Federa'ion. 
And th ese are h u t a few

It h as been well-pu blicized th at a nu mber of 
American colleges and u niversities seem u n­ 
able to control th e u se of dope on th eir camp­

It is not so well known th at oth er sch ools h ave 
qu ietly taken steps, first, to enforce th e law 
and second, to edu cate th eir stu dents as to th e 
medical and h ealth h azards in th e u se of mari­ 
ju ana. LSD and oth er dangerou s dru gs 
Th is colu mn will ou tline one su ch set of ru les, 
recently compiled, wh ich was sent ou t to stu ­ 
dents with information discu ssing th e medical, 
psych ological and legal aspects of dru g u se and 
describing services available th rou gh th e col­ 
lege's h ealth centers “sh ou ld dru g-u se prob­ 
lems arise " 
IT WOULD SEEM THAT th e common-sense 
approach taken by th is sch ool. Cal Tech , and 
some oth ers migh t well be emu lated nationw'de 
In part, th is is an attempt by th e co’lege to 
make available to its stu dents accu rate and 
reliable information on wh ich each stu dent 
can. on h is own, exercise h is responsibility 
Intelligently. 
Th e college savs it believes it can h e p its 
stu dents grow in wisdom 
mntu ritv ard re 
soonsibilitv th rou gh edu cational means It as 
su mes th at most of its stu dents are matu re 
enou gh to assu me a verv considerable degree ot 
responsibility for th eir own action« - 
Bu t th ese ru les are also a recognition th at 
th e college is a part of th e commu nity and 
th erefore cannot condone 'rw-breaking or th e 
sh e’tering of stu dents wh o break th e law 
Th e booklet points ou t th at stu dents are ex­ 
pected to obey th e taw wh eth er or not th ey 
agree with its provisions 
t h e RULES PROVIDE th at any stu dent ad 
ministering LSD or an LSD-like dru g to any­ 
one else with ou t th e latter’s knowledge, or 
knowingly permits oth ers to do so. w 11 h e su b­ 
ject to severe pena'tv, u p to and inclu ding dis­ 
missal from th e college. Th is pu nish ment will 
be entirely arart from any legal penalty wh ich 
a stu dent migh t incu r. 
Th ere is to be no u se of college property 
for th e manu factu re or processing of mari­ 
ju ana. IvSD or any oth er dru g wh ose manu fac­ 
tu re or nrocessing is restricted bv 'aw. Viola­ 
tors will be su bject to severe nenalties. u p to 
and inclu ding dismissal from th e col ege, and 
mav also h e reported to appropriate law-en­ 
forcement au th orities 
fllega1 dru gs are not to be u sed on campu s 
property and no su pplies of illegal dru gs are 
to h e taken on P>e campu s for anv pu rpose 
If violations of th is policv occu r in th e stu ­ 
dent h ou ses and 
to th e aPention of col­ 
lege au th orities, th e « -tiidem involved wPl be re­ 
qu ired to move ou t of th e stu dent h ou ses. 
Any stu dent wh o, as a resu 't of u sing su ch 
dru gs, acts in wavs wh ich are seriou sly objec­ 
tionable or h armfu l to fellow st”dents or oth er 
individu als, or wh o creaks seriou s social-pro­ 
blem situ ations as a resu ’t of su ch u sace wil 
be su biect to discio’inarv action on th e basis
